XrX TREES 

By ALLAN SEALE 

• Many people fte§ociate the cullure of nuts with dome 
distant land, yet almande, walnuts, and [»e^n niilB groyt 
under the same wide climatic range a» peaches and plums. 



rilHE adaptable mac ad am ia n ut 
■'^ m native lo coastal Queens- 
land and northern New South 
Wales bul^ b«ing frost and drought 
resist antj succeeds even in moun- 
tain climates, 

Macadamia or "Queensland Nut" 
(Mdcadamia temifolia) makes a 
sprfji<|in^ tree 20 to 30ft. Leaves arc 
about the size and shape of a wars tab, 
hi.n deep rich green, with glosjsy texture. 
The liny creamy white fiowers in spring 
hang like tinsel on long racemes from 
the irsner brajvfhcs, and the nuts fallow 
in hunches of sU ur eight, each pro- 
tected by a leathery green outer cover- 
ing. Tliisi splits they ripen in lair 
summer to reveal the perfectly rounds 
almost pohidied, brown woody shells. 

The macadamia Is now v^Sdely grown 
in southern Europe, Caliiomla, and 
Eastern counlrtcE^ where it has earned 
a lepuHadon for flavor. 

ft cat! have extreme ioughne,t5 of 
shell. With the older type,s, the only 
way to open them was in a vjce_ 

However, there is a considerable 
variation in the ihickr^ess of sheik from 
different trees, and nurseries urjwadays 
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propagate from ihin-shelled type.^. 

Ahhougli the ntacadamia iii droufiht- 
rcsbtant^ it will not crop well iindei 
dry conditions. For best ri^ults it 
s hoy Id be treated as citrus — gis^en a 
jsiirface mulch, reasonable watering, 
occajiional feeding during spring, 
j^ummcr, and early autumn, but nO 
heavy applic-ations of fertiliser. 

PECAN NUT. This is also adapt- 
able to a vtide variety of Austral tan 
conditions. The pecan (Gary a olivo- 
formis) resembles the walnut, but witfi 
long, softer, and better filled shells, 

U is native to the U.S.A., chiefly 
Texas and Louisiana, where it makes a 
large, spreading tree up to !50ft. (Most 
oi these arc niaiurally rstablbhed trees 
Over a hundred years old.) 

Under average conditions a tree 
should reach about 40ft* in 25 years. 
Performance varies, but graft (?d trees 
ij^tually be-ar In five to seven years. 
Seedbng5 are less reliable. The r>dd 
one refuses to bear all. 

Like the macadatrcia, the pecan is 
an attractive tree. It has soft green 
foliage similar to the ajsih, but with a 
glossy tevture resembling the ^forqton 
Bay dhestiiui. 



Unhke the macadam ia» the pc[:an is 
deiidiimjs, suggesting that it is a cold- 
eiimaie tree, hji although n will gmw 
in districts with cold winters it Is ben 
in temperate to warm area:^ such as 
semi-tropical New South Wales and 
Queensland. 

Peeans prefer a rich, loamy soil but 
adapt well to all hut very light coastal 
sands. They respond well to surface 
mulching, and fertiliser applied mainly 
during early spring and summer. 

ALMONDS. Like die peach, almond* 
arc nauve to Persia. They resiemble 
the peach in growth and flo'ivcr, and 
the main difference is in pruning. As 
flowers are produced on the same wood 
ii docs not require yearly pruning. 

Almonds grow in almost any soil 
wiih good drainage. They need ^ 
reasonable amount of water through 
the growing scasofit but seem to do 
l>eiter in the comparativeTy dry 
atmosphere of inland areas. 

Heavy frosts at flowering time can 
result in a poor crop, mainly in semi- 
mild districts where temporary warmth 
eocjourages early flowering. Where 
winters are colder ffowering is later. 

Two varieties flowering at the same 
time will ensfure beuer pollinationn 

WALNUTS. The ualn«t forms an 
attractive, spreading tree, deciduous in 
winter. The most popniar is the so- 
called English walnut (Juglans regia). 
which actually originated in Persia. 
There are seveial n»med variede!^ 
obtainable only as grafted plants. Seed* 
lings are voidable, but generally pro- 
duce good rcsttltA. 

Walnuts grow well hi temperate or 
cool areas, but are be^i having a 
definite^ cold winter. They like deep, 
rirh loil

Long periods of dryness in spring 
and s^iJiitrner affect the crop badly, and 
many of the shell js may be empty. 

CHESTNUTS, Th^ Spanish chestnut 
{GaiJtanea .uliva] is also known as 
English diestntit, ns it has been naUir- 
absed in Britain for centuries, probably 
brought in from Greeee, radicr dian 
Spjiin, by the Romann, 

There are severaJ distinct types of 
chestnut, but this is the typical spread- 
ing che^umt which makes a iarge attrac- 
tive tree. It tan be grown in tem- 
perate aicas, but is only at its best in 
Tasmania or inpi^t cool mountain areas. 

HAZELS or FILBERTS, Again 
thesf only succeed in cool, preferably 
moist, climates. They would be classed 
as bushy shrubs rathfj than trees. ^ 

PEANUTS, These are small, 
leguminous plants sown yrarly. In plant 
type they are closest to the potato, but 
(he nuts are actually the seeds which 
follovx the jjea- shaped flowers. , 

I Peanuts grow satLsfaciorily in wa.rm 
to tei operate climate?: where a good 
friable soil Ls available. Like peas and 
beans, they respond to complete fcr- 
tilisers high in phosphorus, Plant in 
spring, about 9in. apart, in rows "2 to 
Ml. apart. 

PLANTING TIMES. Wainuts, 
almond J, chestnutj, filberts, and pocaiis 
are deciduous, and bat planted during 
their winter dormant period— preferably 
Jtme and July, 

The evergreen macadamia will only 
be available as a container-grown fH^ni. 
Hence J if the root syiitem is not dis- 
turbed it could be planted at any time 
of the year, esccept in very cold areajf, 
where it would be advb^le to iday 
plant iriK until spring.

their daughters something 
worthwhile and mtefesiing to 
do in ihcif spare time, while 
teaching ihefn deportmoit, dis- 
cipline, acid confidcace. 

It is loually the parcntiii who 
become instructors^ dmpernntt, 
offidals^ and certainly staunch 
supporters for the teams. 

One good example of some 
parents' devotion ii the Sidney 
mother who takes eight hours 
every week to hand-launder all 
the alUwhite unifouns^ worn by 
her daughter'^ tei^m. 

The last, but not least, of the 
sport's unusiuat aspects is the 
jmprcBsive Passing Out Parade

At the end of a day** com- 
petition, aH the teams line up 
on the field while a metnber 
of each one forms ^ g;uard of 
honor. The girl who is leaving 
joms up with her chaperon 
and instnicior and is jlow* 
marched off the field, Jt's a 
solemn ceremojiy and it's no 
wonder that sometimes a tear 
is shed.
